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ANTIPICKETING LAW 


TEST CASE SUBMITTED 


Labor Attorney Insists Vio- 


late* Constitutional 


Rights. 


The antipicketing law, enacted 
by the legislature in 1931. sus- 
pended by referendum and 
re- 
enacted by popular vote in 1922, 
received its first test in supreme 
court Tuesday, to which tribunal 
Edgar Dutiel of Omaha had ap- 
pealed from a S10 fine. His attor- 
neys said the law violated both the 
state and federal constitutions in 
that it interferes with the right of 
personal liberty, the inherent right 
to peaceably be upon the sidewalks, 
his constitutional right to freely 
speak and publish and the right to 
peaceably assemble. 
Dutiel was carrying on peaceful 


picketing: in front of a store that 
had been declared to be unfair to 
union labor, which fact was em- 
blazoned on a banner he carried. 
His attorney said he had as good 
a right to wear a banner aa to 
wear a dress suit or frock coat, 
and that he had a right to publish 
the facts about a labor dispute. He 
accosted nobody, did not intimi- 
date anybody nor did he cause a. 
erowd to gather, 
0 The state maintained the rights 
Of an individual as urged on be- 
half of Dutiel are all subject to 
reasonable regulation as the legis- 
lature may deem to be essential 
to the safety, health, peace, good

ARGUE WHETHER LAW 


FITS CONSTITUTION 


Irrigators Say Never En- 


forced Till Hydros 


Planned. 


Attorneys for two small irriga- 


tion districts in Scottsbluff county, 
who arc fighting a district court 
holding that the law restricting 
irrigation of lands to three acre 
feet per year, charged in supreme 
court Tuesday, in submitting- their 
appeal, that no effort was ever 
made to have this law apply to all 
appropriations of water .until the 
large public power hydros farther 
down the river were planned. For 
years it lay unenforced. 
They 
said that power projects' 
rights 
are inferior to irrigators, and want 
the court to so hold. They said 
that if the court holds the law 
applies to them, then It ia uncon- 
sti Lutional 
because 
it 
deprives 


them of vested property rights. 
"These 
districts," 
they 
said, 
"represent the labor and sweat 
and hardships of a generation of 
pioneers. 
They were not built 
with government grants or sub- 
sidies. They were not 
financed 


with bond issues that " remained 
unpaid, later to be refinanced thru 
RFC 
n L a f i action of their face 


value. Their sncce.ss wan the ex- 
ample for linger irrigation pioj- 
ecls They were built far from rail- 
roads, 
under great 
difficulties, 


and the one thing to compensate 
them waa that they hnd nn ade- 
quate supply of water allotted to 
their use." 


The attorney general, who ap- 


peared for the state, the other 
party to the suit, said that it was 
essential to proper administration 
of water rights that the court de- 
cide once and for all whether the 
law applies to those whose ap- 
propriations wore obtained prior 
to 1911. The two ditches. Enter- 
prise nnr] Winters Creek, .secured 
theirs years before the law was 
passed. The state took the posi- 
tion that the legislature, in enact- 
ing the law, said in effect that 
any water used in excess of three 
acre feet a year waa wasteful and 
that no irrigator should there- 
after take more than that amount. 
The state's attorneys said evidence 
showed that with the normal Ifi 
to 38 inches of rainfall 
in that 
flortion, the thrco ncro feet sup- 
plied all needs, and that any di- 
version of that would run off or 
cause hcepngc.

COUNTY REMITS FIRST 


MONEY CARE OF INSANE 


Sends State $3,527 Under 


Law Requiring Levy for 


That Purpose. 


County commissioners in a res- 
olution Tuesday ordered Co. Treas. 
Berg to send $3,527.22. November 
collections, and other collections 
to be made, to the state treasurer 
to apply on the fund for care of 
the insane. This amount remitted 
to the state treasurer was the first 
amount paid by the county for 
this purpose under a levy made by 
the county board to be paid to the 
state. 
The county Is raising $57,009 on 
a levy of .0442 to pay the state 
for the care of the insane. 
The 
reason for the resolution was that 
the law is not clear but stated that 
the board should remit to the state 
but under the general law the 
amount is to be remitted by the 
county treasurer to the state treas- 
urer. 
The board of control had 
asked that the money be sent to 
the board. 
The county renewed a free lease 


with the trustees of the C~ R. I. 
& P. railroad for 15 acres of land 
along the right of way of the rail- 
road in Havelock to be used for a 
garden project under the WPA. 
Part of the land was used in gar- 
den project last year. 


Report submitted by Mrs. Ruth 


Bishop showed that r e l i e f and 
other project costs for December, 
1938, 
amounted to $21,170.38 as 
compared to $22,815.74 for the 
same month of 1937. 
Relief for 
December, 1938, amounted to $15,- 
457.40 compared to $17,738.55 for 
the same month of 1937. The re- 
lief case load as of Jan. 1, 1939, 
amounted to 998 cases and 2,838 
persons. Of this number 596 cases 
were employables and 402 cases 
nonemployables with 2,093 em- 
ployable persons and 745 non- 
employables. 


Report of Harry D. Elmore, state 
director of commodity distribu- 
tion, showed that for November, 
clothing, food and household arti- 
cles distributed, amounted to $18,- 
057.34 and the c a s e s certified, 
2,683. From January to Novem- 
ber the amount was $145,397.27. 
The county board adjourned to 


Jan. 5 and Jan. 10. Thursday the 
board will meet and Commissioner 
Olson will retire as county com- 
missioner, and Tra Miller, newly 
elected, will take his place. New 
chairman of the board will not be 
selected until the Jan. 10 meeting.

which Corsica was the subject, or 
one of the subjects, was staged in 
Italy. There was much the same 
clamor. There was shouting from 
thousands of throats. There were 
militant 
speeches 
and 
warlike 


gestures. 


To owe who understood neither 


French nor Italian, but who could 
pick out only the word Corsica, 
tooth demonstrations might have 
aeemed much alike. Both grew out 
of mental inflammation by mili- 
tant political oratory. Both dealt 
with

Mediterranean 


island. 


But when one understands the 


implications and the prevailing sit- 
uation, how different these demon- 
stration* really were! The Italian

bonds whatsoever." He explained 
that under the state law undo 
which power and irrigation dis- 
tricts are organized and operated 
it is provided that all of the in- 
debtedness 
of

ol 


whatsoever character can be paid 
out of the revenue received. 


Discussing the financing of the 


districts Dr. Kingaley said: "The 
federal government thru the PWA 
furnished the money for building 
the districts. 
A portion of the 


money furnished was an outright 
grant, ns with the Trl-County 45 
percent, nnd only the 55 percent 
ia to be pnid back over a It 
term of ycnrs nt a low rate ol 
Interest. This money Is paid back 
solely from the revenue rcceivec 
by the projects in the sale of wa- 
ter for irrigation or in the sale of 
electricity or both. When It comes 
to the purchase of any of the pri- 
vate power companies by the pub- 
lic power districts, the government 
steps out of the picture, so fnr ns 
furnishing any of tho money is 
concerned."

WASHINGTON.—For five years 


now the democrats have had the 
stage to themselves for the mak- 
ng of political mistakes—but now 
they are to have the republicans 
to share the rostrum of political 
blundering with them.

L 
members

lave expressed themselves seem to 
more affected by the feat that 


President Roosevelt may get a bit 
of public acclaim for a national 
policy than they are by the im- 
portance of looking ahead to what 
:he public reaction will be if the 
republicans attempt to fruatrate 
the armament program when it Is 
Before congress. 


The manifestations come in the 


form of expressed cautions about 
armament "hysteria," or else the 
president is charged with creating 
ihe armament issue as a means of 
diverting attention from domestic 
questions, 
or 
else 
a 
cautious 


warning is noted that defense 
must be for "home protection" and 
that "hemisphere defense" is un- 
necessary. 


Even tho there is room for de- 


bate as to the quality of the arma- 
ment 
program and its 
proper 


scope, the minority party leaders 
will hardly be able to convince 
the country that the present inter- 
national situation is of Mr. Roose- 
velt's making. But politics some- 
times breeds emotions of bitter- 
ness, and ao deep ia the antagon- 
ism to Mr. Roosevelt's 
indiffer- 


ence to the arbitrariness and ar- 
rogance in his official family in 
the last several years that, even 
when a desirable national policy 
comes along-, the temptation of the 
opposition is to belittle it or else 
attribute wrongful motives to the 
executive in formulating the pol- 
icy. 


So far aa the American people 


are concerned, it is safe to assume 
they are not interested in the 
polemics of political rivalry or in 
the selfishness of individual am- 
bitions in congress which rise and 
fall with a president's popularity. 
Any political observer can foresee 
that nothing wUl make it easier 
for the president to turn the tide 
even on domestic issues than if the 
republicana give him battle on for- 
eign policy and national defense. 


The administration is so vulner- 


able on domestic issues that the 
Roosevelt strategists would like 
nothing* better than a controversy 
which would take the eyes of the 
people off the failures on domestic 
queationa. 
The 
republicana, by 


fighting the national defense and 
foreign policy programs, would be 
giving the administration a better 
defensive position politically now- 
adays than it has a right to ex- 
pect, for on the democra ;y versus 
dictatorship issue—something that 
lends itself to political dramatiza- 
tion—the president would prob- 
ably relish nothing so much as an 
opportunity to denounce what he 
ivould 
surely term the "fascist 


sympathizers" 
in 
the 
United 
States. 


Already the so-called liberals on 


the left wing are trying to tie up 
hig- 
business 
in 
America with 


sympathy for the nazi type of 
government, and it happens to be 
a fact that the republican party 
contains more big- business men 
than does the democratic. The 
best refutation 
of this sort of 


thing- was attempted by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers recently in inviting: Anthony 
Eden, arch foe of the nazls, to 
come to America to make a speech 
in defense of democracy. Almost 
without exception, big- business in 
America is unlike big business in 
Germany 
or 
England, 
where 


fascism's doctrines receive a be- 
hind the 
scenes encouragement. 


But 
the 
left 
wingers, in their 


speeches and publications, have

Jie arteries), myocarditis (slow 
heart muscle failure, degenerative 
changes in the heart, angina pec- 
toris, chronic interstitial nephritis 
(Bright'a disease) and apoplexy 
(stroke or shock of paralysis) »re 
various manifestations of the con- 
dition known aa 
cardo-vaacular 


disease or degeneration, which we 
designate for brevity C. V. D. 


Of course, arteries cleroaia is the 


Fundamental process in C. V. D 
and it ia circumstantial whether it 
affects chiefly the aorta and the 
coronary 
arteries, which supply 


blood to the heart itself, or the 
general circulation, or the termi- 
nal arteries in the brain, or the 
arterioles in the kidneya. 


Cardiovascular degeneration or 


disease begins in the Intlma or lin- 
ing membrane of the artery, is a 
nutritional 
condition 
primarily, 


and in the majority of cases be- 
comes established after a more or 
less prolonged period of hyperten- 
sion, high blood pressure. 


Predominance of non-protective 
foods (foods from which most of 
ihe natural vitamins and miners 
have been removed in refinement, 
purification, preservation, storage, 
cooking, etc.) in the everyday diet 
ta a factor of the 
degenerative 


changes that constitute cardiovas- 
cular disease. Restoring the natu- 
ral vitamins and minerals to the 
diet, either by following" a correc- 
tive protective diet or by supple- 
menting the ordinary diet daily 
with the necessary vitamins and 
minerals, tends to reverse these de- 
generation, rejuvenation, 
and BO 


ve call such a regimen a regenera- 
tion or rejuvenation regimen. 


Besides the nutritional deficien- 


cies, other contributing causes of 
C.V.D. in the opinion of good medi- 
cal authorities are the toxins of 
pneumonia, 
typhoid 
fever 
and 


nther infectious diseases, alcohol, 
tobacco, lead, syphilis. 


Finally, the inheritance of poor 


material in the arteries is a fa- 
vorite hypothetical cause of C.V.D. 
Dr. Oaler had a good deal of rev-. 
erence for this theory. Today we 
:ake a less fatalistic view of the 
matter. How long a man will live 
depends not so much upon the 
quality of arteries or material for 
arteries he was born with as it 
does on the way he lives. Preven- 
:ion of premature old age 
and 


prolongation of youth is not a vas- 
cular question, but a hygienic ques- 
tion. This is the trend of modern 
medical thought, baaed on newer 
rtnowledge of physiology and hu- 
:rition. The older view was based 
.argely on postmortem study, tnor- 
aid anatomy. The present view Is 
based on the study of function, 
animal 
experimentation, 
human 


life. The old time doctor was, well, 
easy 
going- about wine, liquor, 


Brandy, gin. He couldn's see much 
larm in alcohol until he had the 
patient's liver or kidney preserved 
n a jar of it. 


The unrestricted use of cathar- 


tics, especially saline cathartics, 
aalta, mineral aperients or forti- 
fied mineral waters, ia in my opln- 
on, a common contributing cause 
of C. V. D. I believe this interferes 
with the normal assimilation and 
retention of calcium.

Horace Coon, author of "Money to 
Burn," a study of philanthropic 
foundations.

irnegie corporation of New York 


which concerns itself with library 
service, education, scientific re- 
search and the arts, the steel mag- 
nate established the Carnegie en- 
dowment for international peace, 
the Carnegie institution of Wash- 
ngton, the Carnegie hero fund 
commission, the Carnegie institute 
of technology and the Carnegie 
foundation for the advancement of 
;eaching. 


Mr. Coon pictures Carnegie at 


66 as a frantic little man obsessed 
with the idea that he must dis- 
:ribute his 400 million dollars be* 
fore he died. "It is disgraceful to 
die a rich man," Carnegie had told 
"ladstone in 1887. With the help 
of only one secretary, Carnegie 
began looking for worthy causes 
upon which he could lavish his 
millions. 


To a relief and pension fund for 


his workmen he gave 4 million 
dollars. 
He wrote 12 prominent 


men, asking for advice on what to 
do with his money.

Murray Butler, who still occupies

before he died. 
So in 1911 the 


Scotch tycoon gave to the Car- 
negie coz-poration the l a r g e s t 
a m o u n t ever contributed to a 
foundation—125 million dollars in 
bonds of the U. S. Steel corpora- 
tion maturing in 1951. 


In making public his gift, Car- 


negie wrote: "My chief happiness 
as I write these lines lies in the 
thought that even after I pass 
away the wealth that came to me 
to administer as a sacred trust for 
the good of my fellow men is to 
continue to benefit humanity for 
generations untold."

Senate Campaign Expendi- 


tures Committee CaJli 


for Legislation. 


WASHINGTON. (Jft. 
T~e sen- 
ate campaign expenditure! com- 
mittee charged that relief funds in 
several itates had been diverted 
for political purposes. It made no 
specific criticism of Harry Hop- 
kins, former WPA 
administrator 
recently named secretary of com- 
merce, but It called for legisla- 
tion to "make Impossible further 
offenses of this character." 


Concluding a long Inquiry into 
the 1938 senatorial contests, the 
committee offered 16 suggestions 
for 
cleaning 
up 
elections. 
It 


cleared all the candidates person- 
ally, however, of a wide variety 
of accusations. 


The committee report of more 
than <00 printed pages said many 
charges 
of 
political 
activity 


against the WPA had not been 
sustained, but 
it added: > 
"The 
committee believes that 


funds appropriated by the con- 
gress for tha relief of those in 
need and distress have been in 
many 
instances 
diverted 
from 
these high purposes to political 
ends." 


A majority 
of 22 complaints 
against the WPA administration 
in Kentucky, it said, had been 
sustained by committee agents. 
Hopkins previously had denied all 
except two. 


The report included such rec- 
ommendations as these: 


Prohibition against political con- 
tributions by relief recipients and 
legislation 
forbidding relief

Consideration of legislation

make all political contributions 
by federal workers illegal. 
The report was signed by all 


five committee members—Chair- 
man Sheppard 
(d., Tex.), and 


Senators 
O'Mahoney (d., Wyo.), 
Walsh (d., Mass.), Harrison 
(d., 


Miss.), and White (r.. Me.). 
The bulky document listed cam- 
paign contributions and expendi- 
tures by senatorial candidates. The 
latter ranged from zero to the 
$159,451.37 disbursed in the pri- 
mary and general campaigns of 
Senator Taft (d., O.). 


Probe. In 18 States. 


Field investigations were made 
in Arkansas, California, Georgia, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Missouri, Nevada, New Jer- 
sey, New York, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Vermont and Wiscon- 
sin.The committee found that sup- 
porters of Gov. Chandler, who lost 
to Senator Al Barkley in 
the 


Kentucky democratic primary, col- 
lected about $70,000 from "state 
employes whose salaries had been 
partly qr wholly derived" 
from 


federal funds. It said $24,000 was 
collected from federal employes in 
Kentucky 
as "subscriptions in- 


tended for Candidate 
Barkley's 


campaign committees." The lat- 
ter involved more than $20,000 
which the committee could not 
trace. 
The committee said there was 


no ground 
to recommend any 


challenge to the election- of Bark- 
ley.Declaring school children had 
been employed on WPA projects

said: "Work cards on the state 
highway were being handed out to 
children under 16 and 17 years of 
age who were in high schools.

BLAMES RAIL PLIGHT 


ICC Warns Congress Against 


Politics in Utility 


Regulation. 


WASHINGTON. tflP). The inter- 
state commerce commission told 
congress that the railroad problem 
cannot be solved like a cross-word 
puzzle. It blamed the carriers' sit- 
aation chiefly on increased com- 
petition in transportation and said: 


"The government has no magic 


which enables it to sweep back 
the tide of economic change and 
reverse the result." 


The long, academic report of- 


fered no specific solution for the 
roalroad problem, it defended the 
I. C. C. type of governmental or- 
ganization 
and voiced a sharp 


warning against politics in utility 
regulation. 
"Domination or influence of tha 
regulatory body by either 
the 


executive or legislative branch of 
the government is certain to bring 
it within the political sphere with 
results unfortunate 
if not dis- 
astrous," the report said. 


The I. C. C. said that indepen- 
dent commissions, instead of being 
Tresponsible bodies as sometimes 
charged, were, in fact, responsible 
to congress, the courts and the 
president. 
The report voiced opposition to 
the "two extreme points of view'* 
regarding railroad 
consolidations 


and co-ordinations—forced con- 
solidation of the roads into one or 
several systems, on the one hand, 
and leaving initiative wholly with 
railroads, on the other.

The correct answer was that South 


now should' jump to four hearts. I 
pointed out that his single raise had 
been distinctly on the conservative 
side, and that since his partner, in 
the face of this nonencouraging single 
raise, had been able to make the 
strong rcbid of two no trump. South 
now should come out of the bushes 
and contract for game in hearts. I 
was only mildly surprised when I 
counted about 3,000 answers giving 
three hearts as the proper rebid by 
South because I have learned that 
the average player inclines strongly 
toward underbidding. I was shocked, 
however, lo read that another 3,000 
offere'd three no trump as South's 
correct second bid. I suppose that 
these players went astray because ot 
(he comparatively balanced nature of 
South's hand. But I call attention 
to the serious liability of the worth- 
less doubleton spade. In the absence 
of direct assurance of spade strength 
from North, -South should not con- 
sider playing the hand at no trump.

Duke had been belittled as a foe 
unworthy of facing the mighty 
Trojans, and the boys around the 
country were 
saying 
the Rosa 
bowl was passe. 


But many, many more football 
games will be, played in this land 
before they put on another like 
this. 
Because, with the largest 
crowd in history, 93,000, looking 
on, the Trojans- won on & touch- 
down pass in the last 40 seconds 
of play; came home in front with 
fewer seconds left than a breath 
can be held. 


Record. Gat*. 


The only consolation for Duke, 


which .hadn't 
even 
been scored 
upon before Monday, was that it 
got more gold than TJ. S. C. The 
gate also broke all previous rec- 
ords and of the some $310,000 cut 
up, the boys from Durham, N. C., 
left for home with 5110,000 
or 


$20,000 more than was collected 
by the Trojans who shouldered 
the "home team expenses." 
But 
Duke, 
already 
richly endowed, 


caught Its special ' train in. mood 
as blue as its playing Jjeraeys. Lead- 
ing by three points — the result of a 
field goal by Tony Ruffa on the 
second play of the last period — 
the Dukes thought they were in. 
Then, out of a sky that wasn't 
blue; out of a sky, in fact, that 
was heavy with rain clouds, South- 
ern California rained passes.
